Yesterday, they also 
searched through a second 
location that appears to be 
an unauthorized dumping 
site. Linteau said investiga¬ 
tors may find discarded 
items of interest.

Animal rights activists are 
calling for the resignation 
of two city employees, af¬ 
ter uncovering documents 
they say reveal a plan to 
doctor Lucy the elephant’s 
health records. 

PETA feels an e-mail cor¬ 
respondence obtained 
through a public records re¬ 
quest indicates conspiracy 
between city staffers. 

"... For the next few 
months, could (Lucy’s vet¬ 
erinarian) do a routine 
check on a regular basis 
and simply record: Routine 
check, Lucy doing well. Or 
something like that ... the 
(redacted) would have no 
choice to post her good 
health along with any treat¬ 
ment information,” city 
spokeswoman Jan Archi- 
bold allegedly wrote to Val¬ 
ley Zoo director Denise Pre- 
fontaine on Jan. 23. 

City officials are appalled 
at PETA’s interpretation 
and allegations, and say 
they’re standing behind 
their employees. Linda 
Cochrane, general manager 
of community services, said 
the exchange was simply

“They’ve taken an unfor¬ 
tunate interpretation and 
we don’t agree,” Cochrane 
said.

Killer’s release 'outrages’ cops 

Criminal who shot officer can no longer be held: Parole board

The impending release of 
a notorious cop-killer has 
"outraged” police officers 
across the province. 

Albert Foulston was sen¬ 
tenced to manslaughter in 
1990 in connection with the 
slaying of Const. Ezio 
Faraone. Foulston is sched¬ 
uled for statutory release 
next month. 

The Alberta Federation of 
Police Associations presi¬ 
dent Bob Walsh recently 


drafted a statement outlin¬ 
ing the group’s opposition 
to Foulston’s release. 

“This cold-blooded killer 
was on a previous statutory 
release when he participat¬ 
ed in the shooting of this 
on-duty police officer... ” 
the statement reads. 

Walsh said the group be¬ 
lieves “the risk of releasing 
this criminal outweighs any 
possible benefit” and is urg¬ 
ing the parole board to re¬ 
evaluate the release and 
conditions. 

Foulston has a criminal 
record with 50 previous con-

victions, and a track record 
including more than 100 in¬ 
cidents while incarcerated, 
including assaults on staff 
and intravenous drug use. 

Parole records indicate 
he’s at a moderate-high 
risk to re-offend. National 
Parole Board spokesman 
Darren Caul said the classi¬ 
fication was reached based 


on extensive psychological 
evaluation, though, legally, 
he can’t be detained any 
longer. 

“He is not being released 
as a direct result of any de¬ 
cision by the National Pa¬ 
role Board ... He is being 
released in accordance 
with law.” 

Caul said the board has 
imposed strict release con¬ 
ditions. Walsh argues Foul¬ 
ston will be “let out with 
very minor conditions, 
some of which he has previ¬ 
ously stated that he does 
not agree with.”

Falcon Val 
flies free 
after 9 years 

rehabilitation It is always 
difficult for a parent to 
watch a child leave the 
nest. But for falconer Jim 
Kroshus, he is hoping his 
baby will find a new one. 

Kroshus and fellow 
falconer Steve Schwartze 
said an emotional goodbye 
to Val, a peregrine falcon 
who was released back into 
the wild yesterday as a part 
of the Gull Abatement Pro¬ 
gram and Wild Falcon Re¬ 
habilitation program near 
the Waste Management 
Landfill in the west end. 

“ft tugs at the 
heartstrings a little bit,” 
said Schwartze, owner and 
operator of Falcon Eco-Sys- 
tems Solutions. 

Val was first picked up 
about nine years ago in 
Saskatchewan after break¬ 
ing her wing in a collision 
with a power line. 

Kroshus spent years reha¬ 
bilitating Val in hopes of 
her rejoining the wild and 
becoming an active breed¬ 
ing falcon, as peregrines 
are a threatened species. 

Upon hearing about Val’s 
situation, Schwartze found 
a way to integrate her into 
the rehabilitation program 
in Edmonton and is confi¬ 
dent that she will thrive 
now that she has been 
released. 

“Val is kind of late in her 
prime but she has not been 
exposed to the wear and 
tear that a wild bird would 
have, so she has a pretty 
good chance,” says

Federal Liberals will get a 
detailed picture of the 
Canadian public opinion 
landscape during this 
week’s caucus retreat in 
Sudbury, Ont. — a meeting 
bound to be pivotal in de¬ 
termining whether the 
country will go the polls yet 
again. 

If the Sudbury polling 
presentation is any way 
similar to the one that the 
Ontario Liberals received 
last week — and chances 
are it will be given that it’s 
coming from the same 


polling firm — then it 
might arouse some sober¬ 
ing second thoughts about 
provoking an election this 
fall. 

Last week, in a closed- 
door presentation at the 
First Canadian Place offices 


of the Toronto Board of 
Trade, dozens of Ontario 
Liberal MPPs were treated 
to a presentation by Pollara 
president Don Guy in which 
they reportedly learned that 
it’s been a good summer for 
Prime Minister Stephen 


Harper and the Conserva¬ 
tive “brand.” 

From this, some provin¬ 
cial Liberals inferred that it 
hasn’t been that great a 
summer for federal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff — and 
that this fall might not be 
the best time to put this to a 
vote. 

One such sign came late 
last week when Senator 
David Smith, one of the 
campaign chiefs, said flatly 
that Liberals weren’t going 
to provoke an election over 
employment-insurance re¬ 


form and that it would be 
“irresponsible” to defeat 
Harper’s government at the 
earliest opportunity. 

“I don’t think there’s a 
presumption that every 
time there’s an opportunity 
to have an election that you 
have to do it. We still want 
to see Parliament work,” he 
said. 

One senior Liberal MP, 
speaking off the record, 
warned that Ignatieff him¬ 
self is more bullish about an 
election.

Doer selected as 
ambassador to U.S. 


politics Gary Doer, Cana¬ 
da’s choice as the next am¬ 
bassador to the United 
States, is a pragmatist who 
is skilled at reaching out 
across partisan and inter¬ 
national boundaries, ac¬ 
cording to friends and ob¬ 
servers. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper surprised po¬ 
litical pundits Friday 
by selecting Doer, a 
member of the New 
Democratic Party 
who has served as 
premier of Manitoba 
for the past decade. 

The move means 
Canada’s most con¬ 
servative govern¬ 
ment in recent years 
will have a member of the 
country’s largest social 
democratic party as its 
public face in dealings 
with a U.S. government 
that moved left with the 
last election. 

Doer, who pulled his 
own surprise Thursday by 
announcing his retirement 
as premier, had a good 
working relationship with 
Harper despite any politi-

cal differences, said Paul 
Thomas, a University of 
Manitoba political scien¬ 
tist. 

“He’s a very pragmatic 
person,” Thomas said. 

Doer, 61, entered politics 
from the labor movement, 
and served as leader of 
Manitoba’s official opposi¬ 
tion for nine years 
before the NDP fi¬ 
nally won power in 
1999. He has been 
re-elected twice as 
premier. Known for 
his sense of humor, 
Doer was the 
longest serving of 
Canada’s provincial 
and territorial pre¬ 
miers, and observers 
say he has shown an ability 
to work with other politi¬ 
cal parties. 

“If there was one bit of 
magic that has worked for 
Gary Doer politically, and I 
think will work for him 
diplomatically, it doesn’t 
really matter what politi¬ 
cal stripe you are,” said 
Paul Samyn, who covered 
Doer for the Winnipeg 
Free Press. reuters

Clinton bids fond farewell 
to Senator Edward Kennedy 


president The sun shines, 
and audiences beam, for 
Bill Clinton. 

Or at least they did Sat¬ 
urday, when the skies 
cleared in time for the for¬ 
mer U.S. president to ad¬ 
dress almost 12,000 spec¬ 
tators at BMO Field at the 
Canadian National Exhibi¬ 
tion. 

The speech was called 
“Embracing our Common 
Humanity,” a theme and 
title Clinton has used in 
the past. But his words 
Saturday were tailored to 
a Canadian audience. He 
evoked Canada’s First Na¬ 
tions to elucidate the ur¬ 
ban-rural divide, spoke of 


its presence in 
Afghanistan, and refer¬ 
enced Alberta’s oilsands 
with regard to climate 
change. 

But before he did any of 
that, Clinton, who had 
just flown to Toronto 
from the Boston funeral 
of Senator Edward 
Kennedy, opened his re¬ 
marks with words of re¬ 
membrance for the late 
senator. 

“I knew him for more 
than 30 years,” he said. 
“We worked together, 
sometimes we fought ... 
but throughout it all I 
cherished my relationship 
with him because he 


proved that public service 
was an honourable way to 
live, and he gave his en¬ 
tire life to trying to make 
our country and the world 
a better place.” 

His voice hoarse, Clin¬ 
ton turned to the health¬ 
care debate south of the 
border. It was a subject he 
would revisit throughout 
the half-hour speech. 

“I hope (Kennedy’s) life¬ 
time dream that America 
finally will follow Canada, 
and every other advanced 
nation in the world, in 
providing affordable 
health care to all of our 
people, will pass.”

Many people 
are lacking 
in vitamin C 

research As many as one 
in seven young Canadian 
adults may be deficient in 
vitamin C, which could 
place them at increased 
risk for chronic health 
problems, according to 
new research. 

Dr. Ahmed El-Sohemy, of 
the University of Toronto, 
and his team found that 
33 per cent of nearly 1,000 
Canadian adults they test¬ 
ed had suboptimal levels, 
and the remaining 14 per 
cent, one in seven, had de¬ 
ficient levels. 

Vitamin C deficiency “is 
easily preventable,” El-So¬ 
hemy said. 

He suggested eating vita¬ 
min C-containing fruits 
and vegetables, such as cit¬ 
rus fruits and peppers, or 
to take supplements to 
reach recommended 
intakes of 90 and 75 
milligrams a day for men 
and women, respectively. 

Those who were vitamin 
C deficient were also more 
likely to have larger waists 
and body mass, and higher 
blood pressure, according 
to the study published in 
the American Journal of 
Epidemiology.

Court examines 
care of unborn 
child vs. mother 

children Does an obstetri¬ 
cian have a duty of care to 
an unborn child? 

A Guelph hospital,

Dalai Lama visits Taiwan 


The Dalai Lama, a Tibetan 
spiritual leader reviled by 
China as a separatist, 
arrived in Taiwan 
yesterday for a hasty visit 
to comfort victims of a ty¬ 
phoon, testing the island’s 
improved ties with 
Beijing. 

China opposes the Dalai 
Lama’s trips abroad and 
condemned Taiwan oppo¬ 
sition leaders for inviting 
him last week to visit until 
Friday. 

He will pray for victims 
of Typhoon Morakot, Tai¬ 
wan’s worst storm in 50 
years, which killed up to 
745 people. 

Beijing-friendly Taiwan 
President Ma Ying-jeou, 
widely accused of a slow 
disaster response, allowed 
the Dalai Lama’s visit, a 
populist move that he de¬ 
clined last year as ties with 
China were warming 
quickly after 60 years of 


hostilities. 

China has claimed sover¬ 
eignty over Taiwan since 
1949, when Mao Zedong’s 
forces won the Chinese civ¬ 
il war and Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalists fled to 
the island. Beijing has 
vowed to bring Taiwan un¬ 
der its rule, by force if nec- 
essaiy. 

The Dalai Lama, who 
fled Tibet in 1959 after a 
failed uprising against Chi¬ 
nese rule, flew from India 
to Taiwan’s main interna¬ 
tional airport for a mass 
prayer and other religious 
activities in storm-hit 
southern Taiwan. 

“First, it’s humanitarian,” 
the Dalai Lama, wearing his 
signature orange robe, told 
reporters, describing his 
visit to Taiwan. He said be¬ 
fore departure he had been 
invited by Taiwan’s “peo¬ 
ple” without political affili¬ 
ation and planned only to

Thousands evacuated from 
but of control' Calif, wildfire 


California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger said an 
“out of control” wildfire in 
the Los Angeles foothills 
had forced the evacuation 
of thousands of homes and 
threatened 12,500 build¬ 
ings in the heavily populat¬ 
ed area. 

The heat-driven fire 
nearly doubled in size 
over-night and has now 
burned 35,000 acres of 
bone-dry brush in the 
mountains above five 
towns, a 10-mile stretch 
from La Crescenta to 
Pasadena, the California 
Fire Department said. 


Threatened 

• Three remote homes have 
been destroyed so far and 
some 10,000 others and 
2,500 other buildings are in 
danger, as is Mount Wilson, 
the nexus for key telecom¬ 
munications facilities, includ¬ 
ing TV and radio towers. 

About 10,000 homes are 
under evacuation orders. 

“These fires are still to¬ 
tally out of control,”

Growth plan severely watered down

Remember the ETS 
Growth Strategy and Plan¬ 
ning Review from last 
summer? If not, it’s still 
available online. 

On the whole, it laid out 
a pretty impressive plan: 
Add more than 300 buses, 
extend service hours, in¬ 
crease peak frequencies to 
every 10 minutes on major 
routes, and increase rider- 
ship by 50 per cent. Riders 
were to see this within 
five — now four — years. 

The problem with the 
plan is it’s not worth the 
paper it’s printed on. 


Worse yet, it sounds like it 
never was: Last week’s 
Transportation and Public 
Works committee meeting 
was full of the kind of hon¬ 
esty missing from last 
year’s presentation. 

After the severely wa¬ 
tered-down plan was pre¬ 
sented, Transportation 
Manager Bob Boutilier ad¬ 
mitted the previously pro¬ 
posed improvements 

aren’t going to happen any 
time soon. Apparently, it 
was only a “what if money 
was no object” exercise 
conducted during a boom 
year. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
made it “clear that (the 
Growth Strategy) is not on 
the table,” but it was 
Coun. Amarjeet Sohi who 
summed it up best by 
pointing out that the city 
is “throwing the Growth 
Strategy into the garbage 


bin because (it) can’t af¬ 
ford it.” 

When reviewing the 
new plan, councillors 
asked if they were creating 
a standard they would 
have to finance when 
budget time comes 
around. Lucky for them, 
the new document was 
specifically created as a 
guideline — not a stan¬ 
dard — so they won’t have 
to follow through on it ei¬ 
ther. 

The new strategy is 
quite clear: Overloadings 
are to be dealt with by cut¬ 
ting service in other areas. 
Instead of slightly length¬ 
ening ETS’s pitiful 
overnight service, some 
runs on so-called late 
night routes (like the 128) 
might even be cut. 

Low ridership routes 
may also see their frequen¬ 
cies reduced. Of course, as 


Boutilier said, “Ultimately, 
you get to that point 
where there’s only one bus 
running on the route 
every hour and a half, and 
at that point you cut it.” 

Perhaps riders are to be 
thankful for any relief at 
all — council was told 
that, legally speaking, 
“you can stuff that bus and 
it’s still acceptable.” Dam¬ 
age to the bus would prob¬ 
ably be a concern, but ap¬ 
parently the suspension 
can easily handle 75 pas¬ 
sengers. 

So, all together, the only 
real priority for the next 
year is the LRT to South- 
gate and its associated 
feeder buses. As for signifi¬ 
cant service improve¬ 
ments, don’t count on any.

Natural Resources Cana¬ 
da is trying to strike a bal¬ 
ance between environmen¬ 
tal and industrial interests 
with their Green Mining 
Initiative (GMI). The GMI is 
intended as a holistic ap¬ 


proach that addresses all 
mining issues. The four 
themes of the GMI are foot¬ 
print reduction, innovation 
in mine waste manage¬ 
ment, ecosystem risk man¬ 
agement, and mine closure 
and rehabilitation. 

Footprint reduction 
means “low impact” min¬ 
ing. Extracting metals etc. 
more efficiently and leav¬ 
ing more of what we don’t 
need in the ground to gen¬ 
erate less waste. Innovation 
in mine waste manage¬ 
ment is, of course, the de¬ 
velopment of new tech¬ 
nologies to deal with, and 
mitigate the risks from 
mine waste. Ecosystem risk 
management involves un¬ 
derstanding how contami¬ 
nants from mines can af¬ 
fect the environment and 
therefore knowing what 
needs to be controlled. 
Mine closure and rehabili¬ 


tation involves dealing 
with the 10,000 orphaned 
or abandoned mines that 
are the legacy of Canada’s 
mining traditions. 

Funding for the GMI is 
coming from the federal 
government as well as from 
the private sector (mining 
companies). The work will 
be done by CANMET Min¬ 
ing and Mineral Sciences 
Laboratories, Natural Re¬ 
sources Canada’s research 
laboratories and through 
partnerships with other re¬ 
search entities such as uni¬ 
versities. 

We will watch with inter¬ 
est for the results of the 
GMI. If mining can be 
made environmentally be¬ 
nign then there is hope for 
us all.

100 vow to remain car-free 
after month-long challenge

participate in this year’s Low-Car Diet Challenge. 


challenge More than 250 
city slickers in Canada, the 
U.S. and London, England, 
gave up their cars for a 
month, choosing instead 
to walk, bike, take public 
transit or use car-sharing 
service Zipcar in Zipcar’s 
2009 Low-Car Diet chal¬ 
lenge that ended Aug. 15. 
And 100 plan to stay that 
way after this year's annual 
program, up from 83 par¬ 
ticipants who made that 
commitment after last 
year's Low-Car Diet. 

Key findings from this 
year's challenge: 

Economic impact: 

Respondents spent 67 
per cent less on vehicle-re¬ 
lated costs compared to 
the previous month when 
they drove their own cars. 
Environmental impact: 

59 per cent of the partici¬ 
pants reported that the 
Low-Car Diet encouraged 
them to make other envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly chan¬ 
ges in their life such as re¬ 
cycling, eating more organ¬ 
ic foods and reducing their 
at-home energy usage (like 
turning off lights). 

Participants took 74 per 
cent fewer trips by car and 
reduced overall kilometres 
travelled by 66 per cent. 

Low-Car Dieters also dou¬ 
bled their public transit 


ridership with a 98 per 
cent increased use of pub¬ 
lic transportation. 

Health benefits: 

Participants walked 93 
per cent more and bilced 
132 per cent more, logging 
a combined total of 12, 968 
kilometres by bike during 
the Low-Car Diet month. 

• 47 per cent of partici¬ 
pants said they lost weight 
— a total of 413 pounds. 

Two Low-Car Dieters — 
Evan and Michelle Judson, 


a married couple with two 
children, from Portland, 
Ore. — took their experi¬ 
ence to heart, hoping to 
prove that if they could suc¬ 
ceed, anyone could. They 
lost a collective 15 pounds 
and are selling two cars. 

“We've both lost weight, 
saved money and our chil¬ 
dren are learning a car-free 
lifestyle early on, so decid¬ 
ing to sell our two cars was 
a no-brainer,” said Mich¬ 
elle.

Nitrous oxide 
no laughing 
matter for 
ozone layer 

study Nitrous oxide or 
“laughing gas” has be¬ 
come the main man-made 
substance damaging the 
planet's protective ozone 
layer and is likely to 
remain so throughout the 
century, scientists said. 

The study, by the U.S. 
National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion, said tighter limits on 
emissions of nitrous oxide, 
which is also a powerful 
greenhouse gas, would be 
a “win-win for both ozone 
and the climate,” the sci¬ 
entists wrote in the 
journal Science. 

Nitrous oxide has over¬ 
taken chlorofluorocarbons 
(CFCs), formerly used in 
making refrigerants, 
which are being phased 
out under the UN’s 1987 
Montreal Protocol after 
they were found to thin 
the earth's protective 
ozone layer high in the at¬ 
mosphere. 

About 10 million tonnes 
of nitrous oxide a year — a 
third of world emissions - 
come from human activi¬ 
ties including fertilizers, 
fossil fuels, livestock ma¬ 
nure and industry. Nitrous 
oxide is not regulated by 
the Montreal Protocol.

NORTEL Bankrupt Canadian 
telecom equipment maker Nor¬ 
tel Networks Corp owes the 
United States Internal Revenue 
Service a staggering $3 billion 
in taxes and interest, according 
to a claim filed in the compa¬ 
ny's bankruptcy case. 

STEEL U.S. Steel is restarting 
the blast furnace at its Hamil¬ 
ton, Ont., mill after a nine- 
month shutdown, the compa¬ 
ny said on Friday, adding that 
demand for the metal was 
picking up.

Men's eight take world silver 

Canadians second to Germany in final, new crew left looking for answers

Canada’s predicament in 
the men’s eight final at the 
world rowing 
championships was 
summed up succinctly by 
Olympic gold medallist 
Malcolm Howard: 

“The truth of it is the Ger¬ 
mans asked us the question 
in the middle of that race 
and we didn’t have the an¬ 
swer for it,” Howard said. 

They have plenty of time 
to find it between now and 
the 2012 London Olympics. 
Also, they aren’t the only 
Canadian crew looking for 
answers. 

It was a strong showing 
for the Canadian men’s 
eight yesterday at Poznan, 
Poland, winning a silver 
medal behind the Germans 


with only two members re¬ 
turning from the squad 
that was dominant in win¬ 
ning Olympic gold last 
summer. The Germans, 
looking for revenge after 
not making the final in Bei¬ 
jing, won by more than 
three seconds. 

“If you want to talk in 
terms of Olympic cycles, 
this is a fantastic start,” 
coxswain Mark Laidlaw of 
Mississauga said. “We’ve 
got a very strong group and 
a very enthusiastic group, 
which I think is even equal¬ 


ly important as to how 
strong it is.” 

There was some disap¬ 
pointment among the oth¬ 
er crews, particularly the 
lightweight doubles in 
which Doug Vandor of De- 
wittville, Que., and Cam 
Sylvester of Caledon, Ont. 
were fifth in the men’s race 
and Sheryl Preston of North 
Delta, B.C., and Lindsay Jen- 
nerich of Victoria were last 
among six in the women’s 
final. The Canadian 
women’s eight was also 
sixth. Both lightweight 


crews were expected to 
contend, but coach Mike 
Spracklen thought they 
succumbed to the pressure. 

“They were capable of be¬ 
ing amongst the leaders 
fighting for medals, but 
neither performed,” 

Spracklen said. “It’s unusu¬ 
al to get two boats that 
don’t perform, but unfortu¬ 
nately that’s what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Spracklen was delighted 
to see the men’s eight so 
competitive so soon after 
Beijing with a new crew 
and said he is confident the 
program is moving in the 
right direction under new 
high performance director 
Peter Cookson.

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Studies show women thrive in new roles, men failing to adapt

As equality in the work¬ 
place becomes less elu¬ 
sive for women, inequal¬ 
ities in home life still 
threaten to hold them 
back. 

Reports from Statistics 
Canada show that while 
men are doing more 
household chores and 
women are doing more 
paid work, men still 
spend only 1.4 hours per 
day on housework com¬ 
pared to the 2.4 hours on 
average done by women. 

The result is that while 
women have continued to 
break down barriers in 
the workplace, they still 
face the challenge of hav¬ 
ing to do more work at 
home than men as well as 
a double-standard of be¬ 
ing seen as innately over¬ 
stretched by their respon¬ 
sibilities. 

When Ontario Superior 
Court judge Douglas Cun¬ 
ningham told a court¬ 
room in August that he 
felt Ontario MPP Lisa 
MacLeod’s testimony in

the corruption trial of Ot¬ 
tawa mayor Larry O’Brien 
was unreliable because 
she had “a number of 
rather significant things 
going on in her life,” in¬ 
cluding taking care of her 
kids, many in the public 
and the media took that 
to mean he didn’t think a 
busy woman could give 
reliable testimony. 

Carissa Reiniger, presi¬ 
dent of Women Entrepre¬ 
neurs of Canada, says 
while the context of the 
judge’s comments is still 
up to debate, the percep¬ 
tion of working women as 
less competent at juggling 
complex lives than men is 
a common one that boils 
down mostly to changing 
gender roles, primarily 
being changed by women. 

“If you look at what’s 
happened in the last 60 


years, women have put a 
lot of time and effort into 
adjusting their role, to en¬ 
trench themselves into 
what have traditionally 
been masculine roles but 
often they still have to 
take care of the family,” 
Reiniger said. 

Reiniger says most of 
the tension comes from 
the fact that while 
women have made in¬ 
roads into the previously 
male-dominated world of 
business, men have not 
made as big of an en¬ 
croachment into tradi¬ 
tionally female roles. 

“Many men are quite 
supportive of women in 
the workforce but they 
generally have not, with 
the same level of tenacity, 
said ‘I want to be a part of 
the home life.’ They’ve 
been bombarded by the 


shift in women’s roles but 
their own role hasn’t 
shifted much,” Reiniger 
said. 

Reiniger hopes atti 
tudes will change as 
people realize 
that business and 
familial traits are 
not gender relat¬ 
ed at all. 

“It’s not a sob sto¬ 
ry to say that 
women do often 
have to make a 
tough choice 
between work¬ 
ing hard and 
trying to raise a 
family, though many 
do so extremely effec¬ 
tively. Unfortunately 
for a long time the 
stereotype has been 
that you’ve got to 
be a horrible per¬ 
son as a woman 
to succeed like 
a man. That’s 
not true,” 

Reiniger 
said.

BAD SUMMER FOR SAVING UP 

This summer has been the 
worst summer-student hiring 
season in years with a record 
201,000 young Canadians cur¬ 
rently out of work. That 
accounts for one-in-five mem¬ 
bers of the workforce 
between the ages of 18 and 
24. This is partly due to the 
global economic downturn, 
which hit sectors typically hir¬ 
ing youth such as tourism, 
hospitality and construction, 
but it's also due to deficit- 
stricken governments cutting 
or eliminating funding to pro¬ 
grams like B.C.'s Student Sum¬ 
mer Works program, which 
matched an employer's contri¬ 
bution to a student's pay. Ac¬ 
cording to the United Nations, 
this is not a problem confined 
to Canada; it's a global 
epidemic. While young peo¬ 
ple make up approximately 25 
per cent of the world's work¬ 
ing population, they account 
for 40 percent of the 
unemployed. 

LESS ATLANTIC UNDERGRADS 

According to Statistics Cana¬ 
da, fewer students are 
enrolling in undergraduate 


programs in Canada's Atlantic 
provinces, with the number of 
full-time students declining in 
all four provinces in 2007 and 
2008. This is said to be a result 
of increasing numbers of high 
school dropouts. The Nova 
Scotia Department of Educa¬ 
tion estimates that there will 
be a 30 per cent drop in high 
school graduates over the 
next decade, while that num¬ 
bers is estimated to be about 
20 per cent in New Brunswick. 
As a result, Atlantic universi¬ 
ties are increasing their out- 
of-province recruitment

An ambitious release 

Furtado proves gutsy with new all-Spanish album 


Nelly Furtado’s first Span- 
ish-language album is a 
mixture of design and cir¬ 
cumstance, as so many 
grand plans often are. 

There she was in the stu¬ 
dio with her friend, gui¬ 
tarist James Bryan, attempt¬ 
ing to help write the lyrics 
for a song titled My Plan. 
But nothing worked. She 
tried writing the lyrics in 
Portuguese, but that didn’t 
work either. And then, Alex 
Cuba — a Cuban-Canadian 
singer-songwriter whose al¬ 
bum Furtado had recently 
heard and liked — stopped 
by the studio to say hello. 
Why not try the song in 
Spanish, he suggested. Then 
he had a go at the lyrics. 

“And I really liked it,” Fur¬ 
tado recalls. “So we started 
really organically writing 
songs — me, him and 
James.” 

My Plan evolved into Mi 
Plan, Furtado’s first full- 
length Spanish-language al¬ 
bum, due Sept. 15 as a joint 
venture between Furtado’s 
own label, Nellstar, and Uni¬ 
versal Music Latin America. 
Mi Plan will be released si¬ 
multaneously in all of Uni¬ 
versal’s 77 territories 


around the world and may 
be the most ambitious 
Spanish-language release by 
a mainstream star. 

While it’s common for 
Latin crossover artists like 
Enrique Iglesias and Shaki- 
ra to release albums in 
Spanish, these always have 
included at least one Eng¬ 
lish version of a single for 
mainstream radio. Even 
Christina Aguilera’s 
Mi Reflejo, her 
2000 Spanish- 
language al¬ 
bum, consist¬ 
ed mainly of 
translations of 
English-lan¬ 
guage hits — 
and she has a Lat¬ 
in surname. 

For Portuguese-Canadi- 
an Furtado, who has record¬ 
ed Spanish collaborations, 
recording solely in that lan¬ 
guage is a gutsy move. “To 
me, music is a language in 
itself,” Furtado says. “I 
know it sounds cliche, but 
that’s what my experience 
has been around the world. 
I think some people, no 
matter what, are not going 
to like it because it’s not 
the language they speak. 


But some of the people who 
listen to music in a differ¬ 
ent kind of way, they’ll like 
it.” 

Given Furtado’s global 
success, however, a Span¬ 
ish-language album may be 
a good bet. Mi Plan comes 
in the wake of Furtado’s 
2006 album, Loose, which 
sold more than two million 
copies in the United 
States, according to 
Nielsen Sound- 
Scan, and more 
than 10 mil¬ 
lion copies 
worldwide, 
according to 
Universal. The 
International 
Federation of the 
Phonographic In¬ 
dustry ranked it at No. 13 
on its list of top-selling al¬ 
bums for 2006 and 2007. Its 
hit single, Promiscuous, 
was the fourth-best-selling 
online track in the world in 
2006, according to IFPI 
numbers, ahead of hits like 
Shakira’s Hips Don’t Lie 
(which Promiscuous also 
bested in the United States, 
according to SoundScan) 
and the Fray’s How to Save 
a Life.

• Nelly Furtado wrote 24

Such a sales performance 
is pretty hard to follow. Do¬ 
ing so in a non-native lan¬ 
guage has rarely been at¬ 
tempted. But while Furtado 
is treading unknown wa¬ 
ters with a full Spanish-lan¬ 
guage release, she already 
has tested the Latin market 
with a handful of collabora¬ 
tions. Most notable among 
them is Tu Fotografia, 
which she recorded with 
Juanes for his 2002 album 
Un Dia Normal. The song 
peaked at No. 1 on Bill¬ 
board’s Hot Latin Songs 
chart in 2003 and also 
topped charts in several 
Latin American countries.

Destination lacks imagination, not gore

Halloween gets grittier

review There is no final in 
The Final Destination, the 
fourth installment of New 
Line’s body-dismantling 
gorefest. The franchise 
threatens to never end. The 
new gimmick here is that 
all the flying body parts and 
absurd impalements come 
in 3-D. And that’s about as 
inspired as anything gets in 
this edition. Story and char¬ 
acter get chucked to the 
sidelines as the arena has 
room only for death scenes. 

The Warner Bros.-distrib- 
uted film opened Friday, in 
both 2-D and 3-D versions, 
without press screenings — 
which makes sense since 
there isn’t much for a critic 
to do here other than cri¬ 
tique the mechanics of the 
Rube Goldberg deaths. 


So here goes: The level of 
invention by writer Eric 
Bress and director David R. 
Ellis — both making their 
second movie in the fran¬ 
chise — is pretty low. An 
object tips over here, trig¬ 
gering another accident 
there and soon an entire 
car wash or movie theater 
or auto repair shop is filed 


with flying lethal objects. 

There is a slight sense of 
macabre humor as charac¬ 
ters scan ads for a movie 
called Till Death Do Us Part 
or drink lattes at a Death by 
Caffeine coffee shop. And 3- 
D does make sharp objects 
and bloody organs a little 
more in-your-face to go 
with those lattes. 


A white racist sets him¬ 
self on fire trying to drunlc- 
enly install a burning cross 
in a black man’s front lawn 
while his car radio blares 
Why Can’t We Be Friends. 
Yes, that probably will do 
for lightheartedness. 

The format requires an 
individual, in this case Nick 
(Bobby Campo), to experi¬ 
ence a premonition of im¬ 
pending disaster, this time 
at a race track, that seem¬ 
ingly saves him and some 
friends and strangers from 
horrific deaths. Only death 
feels cheated and continues 
to stalk the characters, in 
the order of their avoided 
deaths, until they are elimi¬ 
nated. 

Since death is never a 
character — you were ex¬ 
pecting maybe Ingmar 
Bergman? — the film lacks 
a villain. Since nothing ap¬ 
parently can reverse the de¬ 
termination of death, the 
only suspense is how char¬ 
acters will die, not whether 
they will be saved, reuters

review Yes, it’s deja vu all 
over again with this sequel 
to 2007’s $80 million-gross¬ 
ing reboot of the franchise 
that apparently is as hard 
to kill off as its central 
character. 

This edition, dubbed “the 
terrifying final chapter” in 
the ads (another line you 
probably shouldn’t take at 
face value), begins mo¬ 
ments after the last one, 
with a bloody and clearly 
traumatized Laurie Strode 
(Scout Taylor-Compton) 
convinced that she has dis¬ 
patched Michael Myers. 
Well, someone forgot to 
tell him, because after the 
police vehicle transporting 
him to the morgue crashes 
into an errant cow, he 
promptly revives and re¬ 
sumes his errant ways. 

As with his 2007 effort, 


director-screenwriter Rob 
Zombie’s approach is far 
grittier than in the original 
series. The 1978 film took 
place in a bucolic suburban 
setting, which made 
Michael’s murderous ram¬ 
pages all the more shock¬ 
ing. Here, the action occurs 
in a rural environment 
populated largely by red¬ 
necks and strippers. As a 
matter of fact, most of 
Michael’s victims pretty 
much deserve what hap¬ 
pens to them. 

Even the character of Dr. 
Loomis, Michael’s psychia¬ 
trist, has been made darker. 
Here, as played by a hammy 
Malcolm McDowell, he’s a 
media-whore opportunist 
looking to score big bucks 
for his latest book about his 
most infamous patient.

Michael gets remixed by top talent 


Peer into Canadian brains 



A group of producers are putting new spins on Michael Jackson’s 
catalogue of music. 


honour As a tribute to 
Michael Jackson and his 
early work, an all-star 
group of music producers 
are putting new spins on 
the late pop star’s cata¬ 
logue. 

Michael Jackson: The 
Remix Suite features 25 
remixes of Jackson’s classic 
Motown material as a solo 
artist and with the Jackson 
5, reinterpreted by such 
marquee producers as 
Chris (Tricky) Stewart, the 
Neptunes, Polow Da Don, 
Rodney Jerkins, Stargate 
and Paul Oakenfold. 

Universal Motown 
Records will release the 
tracks gradually, in five- 
song digital bundles, be¬ 
fore the physical album ar¬ 
rives Oct. 27. Each bundle, 
beginning with the Aug. 25 
release of The Remix Suite 
I, has been designed as an 
homage that emphasizes 
Jackson’s influence on 
modern pop production. 

The Remix Suite was 
spearheaded by Universal 
Motown president Sylvia 
Rhone, who opened the la¬ 
bel’s archives and asked 
each producer to remix a 
Jackson or Jackson 5 song 
that had inspired him. “We 
came up with a long list (of 
producers), expecting peo¬ 
ple to be unavailable,” 


Rhone said. “But there was 
literally not one ‘no’ an¬ 
swer. People dropped 
everything they were do¬ 
ing to help out with this.” 

The final list is a diverse 
group, from reggae special¬ 
ist Salaam Remi to house 
music guru Frankie Knuck¬ 
les. Blinlc-182’s Mark Hop- 
pus said he was shocked 
that Universal Motown 
asked him to contribute a 
track, but added, “Just to 
be included in a project 
like this is a huge honour.” 

The remixes add modern 
production techniques to 
Jackson’s songs while high¬ 
lighting the elements that 
made them classics. Dallas 
Austin, whose remix of I 
Wanna Be Where You Are 


integrates fresh bass guitar 
and funky synthesizers, 
slightly altered the instru¬ 
mentation in order to “fu- 
turize” the song and “see 
what it would sound like 
today.” 

His take appears on the 
first bundle along with 
remixes by the Neptunes, 
Stargate, Remi and Polow 
Da Don. 

Hoppus, meanwhile, 
wanted his version of ABC 
to capture the charm of 
Jackson’s early career. 
“When we were working, 
there was such a reverence 
for the vocals,” he recalled. 
“We tried to keep the spirit 
of that track, which is 
more youthful exuber¬ 
ance.” REUTERS

INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup (250 ml) plain 
yogurt 

2-1/4 cups (550 ml) finely 
chopped fennel fronds, 
divided 

1 tsp (5 ml) lemon juice 

1 tsp (5 ml) snipped chives 
1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) salt, 
optional 

1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) pepper 

2 celery ribs, chopped 
1/4 cup (50 ml) chopped 
onion 

2 to 4 tbsp (25 to 60 ml) 
vegetable oil 
4 cups (11) stuffing 
croutons 

1 cup (250 ml) chicken 
broth 

2 eggs, beaten 

4 cod or flounder fillets 
1 medium lemon, sliced 

METHOD: 

1. For sauce, combine 
yogurt, 1/4 cup (50 ml) of 
fennel, lemon juice, 
chives, salt if desired and 
pepper in bowl. Cover and 


refrigerate 2 hours or 
overnight. 

2. In small skillet, saute 
celery and onion in oil un¬ 
til tender. Remove from 
heat. Stir in croutons, 
broth, eggs and remaining 
fennel. Spoon about 1 cup 
(250 ml) stuffing mixture 
onto each fillet; roll fish 
around stuffing. 

3. Transfer to greased 2-qt. 
(2-1) baking dish. Top each 
with lemon slice. Bake, 
uncovered, at 350 F (180 C) 
30-35 minutes or until fish 
flakes easily with fork and 
thermometer inserted in¬ 
to stuffing reads 160 F (71 
C). Serve with fennel 
sauce.
